The $10 has 
Daniel Webster, drorer buying cow from a 
farmer, and female seated (justice) with 
sword and scales. The $20 has Henry Clay, 
left, and Andrew Jackson, right, with two 
angals in clouds holding 2 and 0 and two 
cherubs between the figures. The $50 has 
female seated with shield, pole, and cap, 
George Washington, and female portrait. 

These are Vfismer numbers, 869, 370, and 371. 
$1, $2, $3, and §5 wer numbers 365 to 368, 
and a $100. was #372. All are rare, only 
proof notes seen of $1,$2, $10, §20, and §50, 
*nd none of the $3 or $100. 

This bank was changed to New Market 
National Bank in 1865, which probably result- 
ed in most issued notes being redeemed and 
destroyed.

SOMETHING DIFFERENT TO COLLECT 

'"World Not geld" 1914 - 1947 is a new 
Krause publication covering emergency issues 
or money substitutes from 76 countries. They 
are of various material including paper, 
metal, porcelain, encased stamps, etc. This 
period covers the tyro world wars and betwe^, 
them when Germany was very prolific in such 
issues. Many of the paper were very colorful. 
Courtney L. Coffing is the author. 
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Uncut sheets of proof notes obtained from Christian Bloom by Richard Hoober are not 
listed in Viismer prpbably notes of these series were newer issued. Both banks went out of 
business in early 1840's. Earlier issues hare been seen as reported in Fall 1968 Nonagon. 
The one sheet for The Portsmouth Bank included tw 0 $5 notes like the one shown, plus a $10 
note with Left, woman spinning, X abore, 10 below; center, harbor scene with X each side, 
Washington portrait bottom aenter; right, female with rake and grain, 10 abore, X below. 

The $20 note shows, left, Indian shooting arrow, TWENTY below; 20 abore point of arrow with 
medallion head to right; K ight center t ship, female with bales, 20 abore right, XX bottom 
center; TWENTY across right end. Draper, Underwood, Bald, & Spencer/Philad, k N. York, below.

a sheet consisting of two $20, a $50, and a $100 note; and finally a $600. note alone.

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SOME OVERLOOKED MODERN TOKENS OF N. H. 
by Frederick A. Brofos 

Token oollectong is a large and fascinating area of numismatics, with mag, collect" 
narrowing the field down to their own state level* The earlier tokens of New -mpshire 
hare bee! pretty well cowered by other authors. However, in recent years, there hetfe been 
provided a humber of interesting tokens in this state which hare been largely overlook . 
The reason for this was tkat affluent dealers and collectors newel saw « all. 

Knowledge of their existence remained limited to those poor souls who used them only 
as a medium of payment. I have in mind the various tokens issued in a auction with. 
the GoTornment's Food Stamp Program to support lower income families. Qualiiiei persons 
were not given the stamps free, but had to pay part of their cost (apparently 50/ to 
75/ on the dollar). The name ffood stamps’* may indicate an origin in stamp form but 
the only on-s I have seen were large coupons to he torn out of a booklet. Looking lik 
engraved bantoiotes, they could be of interest to the paper money collector too. Over 
the years I have nfcioed rr.o different issuss for use throughout the U. S., both with a 
face value of $1.00, on* orange, the other brown. A problem soon developed when a customer 
didn't use the entire amount of his fo d stern, note and change was require., to oe given 
by the grocery. Ordinaity cash couldn't be used since the food dtamps had been purchased 
at under par/ The solution was to issue special tokens for small denominations under a 

dollar. 


I first noticed about 5 otr 6 yeqrs ago in the cash drawer at our local grocery 
these tokens about the s^ze of a silTer dollar. They were of colored plastic in the 
followining denominations* 1/ red , 5/ bjue, and 10/ green, and 25/ orange, ^p^y ar ® 
inscribed "FOOD STAMP CHANGE/GOOD ONLY AT YiARNER FOOD I, ART” aro'md one outside in 
black letters with denomination in center. I have also seen them inscribed FOOD STAMP 
CBANGE/GOOD ONLY AT SRICENTI'S". These may hare b*on used at Cricenti's main store in 
New London. These are all blank, on reverse. They are 43 millimeters in diameter. ^ 

A 23 mm. square token in red pastio with"FOOB STAUP/CHANGEA/" ° n ° n ® sidn * nd 
reverse "CRICENTI'S" between two horizontal lines, all in white has been seen. This 
was no doubt more convenient than the larger tokens and possibly may bo art of another 
series • 


"DUFJIS/CODNTRY/STORE/INC/NORTHUMBERUHD, N H" is the inscription on another series 
with first 4 lines horizontal and last curved at bottom. The reverse of this series roads 
"FOOD STAMP CREDIT/IN ELIGIBLE FOODS" around outside with denominations in center, 

5/ green, 10/ blue, 25/ red, and 50/ pink. These are 29 millimeters in diameter. 

A similar series is inscribed "C. A./ LAiiF'QRTH/lGA/BRADFCIRD/N.H." All lines are horizontal 
and IGA oonsists of larger fanoy letters in an oval. Reverse lettering is the same as 
Dupuis but smaller letters. They are 28 mm. in' diameter and denomination* include 1/, 

5/". 10/. 25/, and 50/. The 1/ is black. Other values are same color as Duphis. There 
are twe varieties of at least seme donominatiens , "IGA" letters equal height on some 
while ethers have larger leters with "G" largest. They w-re used ia 1970's. 

Somewhat similar in appearance is a red plastic tokon 23 mm in diameter with ^ 
"CONCORD/SCHOOLS" between two horiz caved lines on one side and "GOOD FQR/g- PINT/mHK 
on revorse, all in white. I beliete this was used around 1960.

THE JEFFERSON NICKEL TURNS FIFTY: 

Part two of two - Grading and the Full Step Controversy 

By Sam Allen R-1088 

The first installment of this analysis reviewed the 
design and issues of the Jefferson "Nickel" series. As this 
modern issue celebrates the 50th anniversary of its 
introduction, it continues to receive little recognition by 
both collectors and dealers. However, understanding the 
particulars of the series can lead to an enjoyable collecting 
pastime for beginning and experienced hobbyists alike. 

GRADING 


The functional design and composition of the Jefferson 
have given longevity to the earliest dates of the series, 
increasing the number of grades in which this coin can be 
found. The simplicity of both the obverse and reverse 
designs has created mediums which permit easy flaw and 
circulation identification. These basic facts, combined with 
an elementary knowledge of grading, strike and step count, 
leave the Jefferson nickel without much controversy. 

Prior to reviewing grading, it is important to detail 
some basic structural information about the Jefferson. 

First, the copper-nickel composition is susceptible to 
discoloration during the aging process. Examples of older 
coins exhibiting full mint luster should be considered as 
premium. Second, nickel may be the hardest metal to strike 
and many coins show mushy details or incomplete steps on 
Monticello . 

Grading is accomplished by following the general rules 
as you would with any coin. Start by examining each side in 
a clockwise motion, utilizing no more than 15x magnification. 
Pay close attention to the highest points, (obverse - cheek, 
jawline, sideburn/hair/ear area, shoulder/back; reverse - 
front porch of Monticello, triangle over porch, columns, 
steps, dome); note any contact marks or abrasions. Signs of 
circulation will be most evident in the cheek area. Next 
examine the fields surrounding the designs, including the 
rims and edge. Be sure to include nicks and bumps and do not 
confuse typical planchet roughness, die polishing scratches 
or "orange peel" effect for wear or error. 

The A.N. A. Grading Guide and Photograde provide good 
descriptions of uncirculated and circulated grade specimens. 
This discussion will focus on grades of A.U. and above. 

Given the limited marketability of the series at present, the 
Mint State grades can be easily placed into MS60, MS63 and 
MS 6 5 categories. Perhaps as interest in collecting 
Jeffersons increases, necessity will dictate additional 
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grades. { 

An important point to consider when examining Jeffersons 
beyond grading, involves assessing strike. Due to the 
composition, strike characteristics can be divided into the 
following categories: 

Weak/Soft Strike: Obverse: lettering mushy, hair detail 
poor, ribbon smooth. Reverse: lettering mushy, 
door s /windows / triangle detail weak or non-existent. 

Medium Strike: Obverse: hair details less strong, 
letters softer. Ribbon shows less detail. Reverse: 
letters less defined, windows/doors/pillars/dome 
details less evident. 

Full Strike: Obverse: sharp distinct letters. Hair 

detail and ribbon outstanding. Reverse: sharp distinct 
letters, middle door/all windows visible. Triangle and 
dome sharp. 

Only coins exhibiting medium or full strike should be 
considered as collectable, regardless of grade. Others can 
be used as filler. 

Finally, a word of caution is necessary regarding 
storage. Jeffersons are very susceptible to PVC V 

(polyvinylchloride) contamination. Inert flips or shells 
should be used. This damage is permanent and cannot be 
reversed . 

FULL STEP CONTROVERSY 

The economic future of the Jefferson nickel is directly 
linked to the acceptance of its rarity in regard to specimens 
struck with the complete six steps of Monticello visible. 

The defunct PAR Full Step Nickel Club achieved limited 
success in educating the collecting public on this subject. 

The following chart illustrates the science of counting steps 
as defined by PAR: Copyright 1978, Adolf Weiss

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According to the PAK definition and extensive analysis, 
specimens featuring all six steps are rare for most business 
strike issues. The 1953-S and 1954-S are the "Queen" and 
"King" as few full steps examples exist. The PAK pricing 
guide lists these at $350.00 per coin in in MS65. 

A major obstacle facing the recognition of full steps is 
consistency of definition. Many coins displaying partial 
step counts are currently being touted as "complete steps". 
These variations in description have undermined collector 
confidence in the long-term stability of the series. 

The second stumbling block is knowledge. Simple and 
honest collectable coins never go out of style. Complexities 
in grading and fluctuating markets are promoting interest in 
less risky ventures. This fact combined with an interest in 
revamping our circulating coinage make the Jefferson a likely 
candidate to increase in value. Current identification of 
"full split bands" , "full bell lines" and "full head" in 
other series leave the impression that the overlooked 
Jefferson cannot be far behind.
